The woman groaned faint­ 
ly, then stopped. 
I believe she died.” 
Dr. Dwyer ran to a telephone and 
began summoning aid.

Later he call­ 
ed a taxicab and removed them to 
their homes. 
Dr. J. E. Heims, 201B West Broad­ 
way, was callpd Tto the scene by tele­ 
phone and assisted in removing the 
injured from the wreck.

remained in the brewing company of­ 
fice where he attended three of the in­ 
jured.
